gage bonds and $500,000 six per cent,
notes. The new bonds are issued in
exchange for the company's outstand-
ing indebtedness of $2,509,000 flvf fercent, bonds, on which interest has been
in default for a year. The managersalso stated that the defaulted interest,
amounting to $125,000. will be paid in
new stock at par. while the remaining
$500,000 bonds, together with $800,000
In notes, will be issued to take care ot
$1,024,750 of preferred debt and re-
ceivers' certificates..

The balance of the $2.215.77 floating
debt, which amounts to $1,111,127, rep-
resents unsecured claims, which are to
be paid for In new stock.

It was said today that a majority of
the claims were purchased by the
Morse interests some time ago and
